A 1955 Deluxe "Radio Bus" in Asheville, 
North Carolina. The Bus has the original 
interior, with a host of broadcasting good- 
ies installed when it was new. The body is 
very straight and incredibly rust free, and 
the odometer has only 22,000 original 
miles on it. It was used as a remote 
broadcasting unit all of its life. The owner 
informed me that it was the first remote 
broadcasting unit of any type to be used in 
the Southeast. The bus was purchased 
new in Charlotte, North Carolina in 1956.

NATO might stand 
for North American Transporter Organization, for example, or 
maybe New Age Transporter Owners. The umlaut looks really 
cool, reminds us that the car is Made In Germany, & looks 
like mouse ears because Mickey Mouse Engineering is all that 
keeps these old buggers running sometimes. You have 
probably also noticed the squiggly black lines in the road in 
front of the bus. This is the Age of Aquarius, you know, & the 
squiggly lines are the astrological symbol for Aquarius.

From Dane Dawson, March 25, 1998: 
NEATO, 

The end of the century is almost here. The automobile has 
become our legs. Just look at how it’s evolved since the late 
1800's. Now, most drivers can’t even do the slightest work to 
their vehicle because of all the latest, & supposedly the greatest, 
technology built into their car. I think that’s junk. I like driving 
a vehicle that has common sense & simplicity built in. Porsche 
definitely had the driver in mind when the VW was invented. 
How many other vehicles can you work on & do so much to ina 
common driveway? Think you can do that with what’s on the 
road now? No way! If you have minimal mechanical skills & a 
floor jack you can drop your motor & put in a new clutchina VW. 
Most any other car requires a garage mechanic. Especially a bus 
for simplicity. Change a clutch, sure, you don’t even need jack 
stands! How’s that for easy work! 

I think it’s an interesting contrast out driving around with 
traffic, also. About 90% of it is Japanese cars and the latest from 
Ford & GM. Then along comes my 40-year-old Single Cab with 
its stone age points ignition & 28 PCI carburetor & content driver 
that’s owned it for 16 1/2 years & it still turns heads. No kidding, 
these people turn their heads to check it out. It tells me something. 
It’s still something people have an interest with. The same 
happens when I drive my old Kombi. What does it say? Are they 
thinking, ‘Gee, those are still around?’ or what. Absolutely 
they’re still around. When a machine is made good and kept 
simple it will last even with minimal maintenance. Are they a 
testimony of it, or what? Isn't it one of the reasons you own it? 
Especially the early Transporter. You like sitting up front over 
that big steering wheel looking out the dual windshields. You dig 
it! You’ve got all that room behind you, a dependable engine 
pushing you, & years of German engineering riding along. So 
why did it last? All the thought that went into these vehicles prior 
to production, the art of common sense built into a machine, & an 
owner with his or her own hand tools to keep it maintained. That’s 
something that will last. It’s also something to hang onto & not 
get rid of in a couple years. You wouldn’t want to because it’s 
dependable & paid for. 

I once gave a ride to a motorist out on I-25. I’m the kind of 
driver that virtually quit stopping for hitch hikers, too. But I could 
see, with plenty of time in my slow old bus, that this middle aged 
man standing next to this nice late model pick-up truck, with his 
wife inside, needed help. I pulled over & he ran up to the right 
door & told me he was stranded. He says that the vehicle is stuck 
in neutral & he cannot move. Wow, that’s a real good one. I tell 
him to hop in, because he’s still 10 miles from Las Cruces, N.M. 
in the heat, & I’ll drive him to the correct dealership. Evidently 
something in this vehicle’s shifting apparatus is electronically 
controlled & has failed, he says. Me, I’m thinking to myself, 
‘Good Lord is this what the automobile has progressed to?” 

I think I love my old Kombi. I think that’s why most 
everyone in the club owns a bus. Thank goodness for that 
wonderful dependability. It’s neat to have a unique vehicle, a 
vehicle with character. It’s a part of you. 


We’ ve gotta keep ‘em rollin’ because they’re gettin’ older. 
Enthusiasts & clubs keep old cars alive & well. What’s really 
neat, too, is originality for the particular year of the vehicle. It’s 
also so neat to see an early bus that’s still 6 volt with semaphores 
or with the early trans & 30 HP engine. Why change it? Let people 
see it for what it is. It will still turn heads, especially being 
original. Electronic ignition—why? Hydraulic lifters—why? 
I’ve been to a lot of VW shows & what have I noticed? The 
attention that originality gets. I’ve noticed how people crowd 
around the most original VWs & kind of hang out rapping with 
one another & continually checking it out, especially the oldies. 
Up at Rocky Mountain Motorworks one year a guy had a neat ‘49 
Bug. It was very original & it was one of the main attention- 
getters all day long. Why? Originality. 25 HP engine, correct tail 
lights, semaphores, etc. I seriously doubt that this car would have 
gotten the attention that it did if it had been upgraded to a 1600 
engine with late trans, 12 volt system with blinking turn signals, 
highback late seats, or etc. This car was a real hit.

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Thanks for the Registry... 


(to the tune of Bob Hope’s theme song)

he new Old Bus Registry forms are coming in faster than 

my fingers can type. Great stuff! The Registry is pushing 

400 and another pile arrived today. It’s not clear yet 
whether Ill go blind or develop carpel tunnel syndrome first, but 
the answers, questions, stories and oddities make it all worth- 
while. Now it’s my turn to pass along a few back to you. 

First, some Q & A. Trevor Bentley (and others) dutifully 
copied down the number stamped behind the front seat on his 
Deluxe and asked what it means. The short answer is “body 
number” (not to be confused with chassis number or VIN). The 
best explanation I’ve seen came from David Eccles of the Split 
Screen Van Club. It’s like an engine number or a transmission 
number. Until the VW factory was churning out Type 2s on a 
Henry Ford basis, they made components and put them together 
to fill an order. VW stopped this practice in October, 1958 when 
it started the M-Code plate installation in the same location. 

Oddly, the largest number of questions came from people 
who had a letter from VW dating the production date of their bus, 
only to find a conflict with the date stamped on the ID plate. 
David Parrott included his VW birth certificate which listed 
“24-2-67,” while the first line of the ID plate reads “27 2.” I don’t 
have an official letter from VW explaining any differences which 
may arise, but I do have a perpetual calendar which shows that 
February 24, 1967 was a Friday and February 27, 1967 was a 
Monday. 

I can imagine the Hannover factory folk working from a 
clipboard with a bunch of option codes written on it. Friday, after 
lunch, Hans logs the beginning of assembly on chassis 
#257.099.612 and thirty years later, that’s what VWAG remem- 
bers. Meanwhile, on Monday, February 27, 1967, Franz looks at 
one more piece of paper and swings the arm down on the ID plate 
machine, impressing “27 2” on the first line. Maybe my explana- 
tion is too simplistic for the authenticity fanatic. It works for me, 
but I’m open to suggestions. 

More dating confusion arose from the European date stan- 
dard “DD-MM-YY’ format. We Yanks may be the only people 
putting the month first. When they finally got around to dating 
their vehicles, VW used two different schemes. The early ex- 
amples are: 


07 11 8 = November 7, 1958 
11 03 9 = March 11, 1959 
24 05 0 = May 24, 1960 


This dating layout shows up in the Registry until 1963. Five 
digits plus two spaces equals seven swings of some mechanical 
arm somewhere. VW founda way to save a few cents by dropping 
the year and abbreviating the month. Hence the new, streamlined 
dates began in 1963 with the following examples: 


02 3 = March 2 15 9 = September 15 
30 O = October 30 18 N = November 18 
21 D = December 21 


Jeremy (Jay) Young asked about his ’67 with “18 N” as the 
date of manufacture. I Emailed him with the above explanation 
and got a friendly reply of thanks. 

But what about the year, you ask? That gets complicated. 


Somewhere between chassis #1.060.966 (29 Jan 1963) and 
chassis #1.088.918 (25 Mar 1963) the year disappeared, so late 
1963 models and all 1964 models don’t have the year indicated. 
On 1965-67 models, the “Model Year” shows up in the chassis 
number 2x5.xxx.xxx) is a 1965 model, etc.). But enough boring 
details and on with some stories. 

Anewrecord for holding a grudge comes to us from Michael 
Kent. He tells the story of a previous owner getting his thumb 
smashed in the fan belt of a 1958 Microbus. Mildly irritated, he 
walked away and never went back. The bus sat for 29 years until 
Michael and friends used chainsaws to clear away the trees to get 
the bus out of the woods which had grown up around it. 

Many “Back from the Dead” stories show up and reveal the 
immense dedication you members have to preserving Ben Pon’s 
dream. Janet Colville’ s 1962 Sundial was rescued from a junkyard 
in Boulder, Colorado in 1985 and given a second life. Brian 
Holcomb’s “Crusty Bus” is indeed. I know the previous owner, 
and saw Crusty at a Crystal Lake, Illinois show last summer. Bob 
Cropsey’s 1967 is back from the dead too. In his case, it’s back 
from the Grateful Dead, painted windows and paisley upholstery. 
Pete Mullin’s 1961 camper may have missed The Dead, but it 
picked up some Hendrix at Woodstock in 1969. 

Which reminds me, a word to the wise is appropriate here. If 
you find an old bus and make it your own, before you drive, tow 
or trailer it home, do yourself a favor. A thorough “strip search” 
may locate someone’s long lost stash. Better you find it before 
someone with a badge does. 

Other peculiar options have popped up. Eric Meyer’s 1963 
Deluxe wins the redundancy prize. His ’63 is a Model 251 (7- 
seater, LHD, walk-through) with M-Codes 081 (walk-through 
cab, Deluxe, LHD) and 082 (walk-through cab). We taxonomy 
nuts are focusing on more detailed explanations of M-Codes 
because of that. Eric also lists an underdash 45 RPM record 
player and I know that’s not a VW option. 

On the very extremes, we have a new “newest split” from 
Mike Houx. With a VIN of 247.148.166, his °67 Deluxe is only 
293 away from the last of 148,459 made in model year 1967. 
Mark Lapriore’s 1951 Kombi is still the oldest Kombi and John 
Kellestine’s 1952 Single Cab is the oldest of that model and John 
also owns the oldest Panel . 

The collective Old Bus sense of humor shows up in all over 
the place. Tony Lepore’s 1955 with a large “goose egg” for 
horsepower gave me a chuckle. Answers to the odometer ques- 
tion fall into the “Ha!” and “A Lot!” range. And, though the actual 
paint code has been elusive, “rusty” seems to be the leading color 
VW offered through the entire split screen production run. 

Ihave to thank all who filled in a form and stuck itin the mail. 
Updates on vehicles already registered are appreciated too. As I 
was typing along on Stacey Zabolotney’s story, I thought “Wait 
a minute, I know this story.” Sure enough, 378.575 was already 
in the Registry, but I picked up Stacey’s engine compartment 
plate information to add to our data. Thanks also to Matthew 
Lesny who took his cordless phone out to his ’66 to check out a 
port code when I called with a question. His records help confirm 
that ‘UD’ was Philadelphia (at least in 1966). 

I still have a pile of purple forms to go through, but I wanted 
to pass along some highlights of what I’ve already seen. And for 
those of you still trying to squeeze your ’68 bay window bus into 
the Old Bus Registry, we know who you are. May your fancy- 
schmancy one-piece windshield leak forever. Heh-heh.

Part One 


What recently-graduated college student, reeling with the 
vertigo associated with forced ejection into the Field of 
Infinite Possibilities, would not entertain the notion of 
moving to a city named PROVIDENCE? Personally I 
found the idea most appealing, and decided one June 
afternoon that the moment for proactivity had arrived. I 
packed survival essentials into Bat, the 1968 VW Bug that 
had served me so well throughout my undergraduate edu- 
cation, and the two of us burst forth, mapless, onto The 
Road. 

A few hours later I called my mother from a payphone 
at the Rhode Island School of Design to 


We watched her, clad in leather and spikes and bound by 
her limbs to a scaffold, and chatted about art, Volkswagens, 
rollerblading, France, and mental hospitals until the sun 
came up, ruining the dark scary club atmosphere for the 
actors, most of whom were passed out by then anyway. I 
guess JP dug my opinion of his art, because I moved in to 
the loft a few months later, and married him a while after 
that. 


Part Two 


The city of Providence used to have a bus that ran a 
circuit downtown and passengers could hop on and off, 


inform her that I had, in fact, arrived. By 
the end of my first day in Providence I 
had passed judgment on all of the local 
coffee houses and secured a decent sub- 
let. I sensed a David Lynchian intellec- 
tual malaise vibe permeating the city, 
and felt at home instantly. 

Several hundred coffees later, I met 
Jean-Paul Jacquet at the filming of a 
music video forthe London underground 
s&m scene which took place in his loft 
space. He and his room-mate had rented 
the space out for the evening to Holly 
Would and her entourage. I was invited 
to attend the filming by my room-mate 
who was cast into a role as a dominatrix. 
He would be wearing my black fishnets, 
miniskirt, and bustier, and thought might 
be interested in seeing him act. Even 
more than I wanted to see Anthony in 
drag, I wanted the chance to see Jean- 
Paul’s artwork again...I had been up to 
The Studio once before and been as- 
tounded by his work. I never imagined 
I’dconjure up the nerve to actually speak 
to him, but since we were the only ones 
in the place with (relatively) regular 
clothes on, we wound up gravitating 
towards one another. I found his slightly 
inebriated state encouraging, and offered 
my neophyte artistic critique between 
strains of Holly’s song “Feel My Pain”. 
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gratis. You’d see the bus with the FREE LOOP placard 
showing instead of a normal destination, and you knew you 
had lucked into a free ride across town. Maybe the authori- 
ties decided that downtown Providence is small enough so 
that people should just walk it, because they discontinued 
the bus. 

Back when the FREE LOOP was still running, JP and 
I decided to start a biweekly artists’ group to provide a 
forum for postgraduate, somewhat-isolated individuals to 
discuss whatever kind of work they were doing and get 
feedback from other actual live human beings. Six friends 
attended the first meeting. Their talents ranged from poetry 
and plumbing to music, painting, sculpture, writing, and 
engineering. It was a very successful evening, and we 
agreed to continue holding such events at The Studio every 
other Sunday night. Each week the meetings grew in size, 
and before long we found ourselves in need of designated 
officers with assigned tasks. The group also needed aname. 
After a bit of brainstorming it occurred to me that the 
principles of the FREE LOOP bus were, if loosely inter- 
preted, inherently similar to our own. We wanted all kinds 
of people to find themselves interacting and learning from 
one another’ specialties, and perhaps even collaborating on 
projects. Non-artists were especially encouraged to 
participate...artists don’t just create art for other artists (a 
concept often overlooked by artists’ groups), so we created 


an environment where everyone would feel comfortable 
speaking at the critique sessions. We snuffed out preten- 
tiousness completely. Before long, the sculptor was writing 
poetry, the fashion merchandiser doing collage, and the 
marine biologist painting. The FREE LOOP mind-expand- 
ing inspirational meetings were a success. Perhaps too 
much of a success, because soon the founding members 
couldn’ t get a word in over the other 70 voices. So the FREE 
LOOP group went on hiatus. JP and I moved to France, 
couldn’t get settled, and came back to the States. We 
wandered around for awhile looking for a new east-coast 
city to inhabit, but when we got to Providence, we felt at 
home again. So we bought a fixer-upper house with a 
ground floor studio attached so we could have an indoor 
place to work on our growing trove of old Volkswagens. 
And soon we’ II take a new incarnation of the FREE LOOP 
on the road in one of them.

Chapter Fifteen: Near the End! 


fter driving the Westy for over 300 fun-filled miles before 

winter, the next on the maintenance list was the center 
pin/swing lever bushings. The toughest part about this whole 
repair is finding the reamer for the bushings to get the job 
done. The choices are buy an adjustable reamer, rent one, or if 
you are lucky enough, borrow one from a friend. 

Fortunately, I was lucky enough to borrow an original 
VW reamer and also have my friend, Rick, offer to pre-ream 
the bushings if I shipped them up to his workshop. Well, I 
think he got the hardest part of the job as the bushing repair kit 
I had was original German material. It took six tries of the 
reamer to gradually cut through the harder German bushings. 
The going was slow as the heat from the cutting would distort 
the bushing if it was hurried too much. Apparently the South 
American bushings are a softer brass and easier to ream out. 

The bushings were then shipped back with the reamer 
which was pre-set for the final cut. The swing lever assembly 
was taken apart next which required the front of the bus to be 
jacked up and the front torsion bars placed on a pair of axle 
stands. The next step involved unbolting the swing lever arm 
and dropping the center pin out. Careful attention was made as 
to how the washers and seals came apart for reassembly. 

All the old grease was removed from the bushings and 
then the upper bushing was carefully tapped out of the top the 
housing with a punch and hammer from the bottom side. The 
bottom bushing is to be taken out with a “special tool” 
according to some literature. But skip that idea, as here is a 
better approach: 

You will need to buy a length of 3/8” threaded rod big 
enough to pull the two new bushings together with 3/8” nuts 
and washers to do the job later. Once you have the 3/8” rod 
cut it to a long enough length to pull the two bushings to- 
gether. I don’t remember the exact length I used here as I did 
this procedure by eyeballed guesstimate. To remove the lower 
bushing, drop a 21 mm socket facing downwards through the 
top of center pin housing to rest on the top edge of the lower 
bushing. Insert the threaded rod from the bottom and put a nut/ 
washer combo on the top of the rod to hold it against the 21 
mm socket. At the bottom of the center pin housing put a 35 
mm socket facing upwards and attach another nut and washer 
combo to hold it in place. Now tighten the bottom nut on the 
threaded rod to pull the lower bushing out into the 35 mm 
socket. Easy! 

The new bushings were tapped lightly into position to use 
the rod to pull the bushings together inside the housing. The 
top bushing should then be tapped upwards so that it protrudes 
above the lip of the housing. This is to catch the upper spring 
washer upon reassembly. The pre-set reamer was then run 


through twice and the new center pin was put in place for a 
perfect tight fit. Rick had done the bull work pre-reaming the 
bushings perfectly. Thanks, bud! 

The whole assembly was then put back together using a C 
clamp to get the pre-load set for the bolting down of the swing 
lever arm. However, included in my VW parts rebuild kit was 
a metal washer which supposedly goes onto the center pin 
before it is pushed up through the bushings. With the other 
washer and seals there is no way that the swing lever arm can 
be bolted up. The washer was deleted and the center pin/swing 
lever connection was torqued down properly and checked. My 
friend, Eric, the VW mechanic, confirmed the rebuild kit 
would not fit properly if the washer was used, and in fact, the 
original center pin I had taken out did not have this washer 
either. Grease it up and the job was done. 


More History 


A short while ago I got an E-mail from Jim Bryant 
regarding some serial plate information he was looking for. 
Primarily, we were looking at Westfalia coding that lists the 
A42, B42, C42 and D42 on the plate. From a dealer sales 
brochure, I was able to provide the following information: 


A42 M108 - Standard equipment 

B42 M108 - Standard equipment plus pop-up top, side 
tent and roof rack. 

C42 M108 - Standard Equipment plus pop-up top 

D42 M108 - Standard equipment plus side tent and roof 
rack. 


This provides for some discussion, but first of all both Jim 
and I noticed our interior handles on the Westfalia cabinets are 
the soft 68 rounded plastic fittings and not the square hard 
Bakelite plastic of earlier 67s. Both of our vehicles are post 
March ’67 models so one wonders when this change occurred, 
which leads me to the optional tent issue. 

According to common accepted information on ’67 tents, 
these were attached to the bus by a grooved aluminum 
molding attached to the drip rail. This tent of course had no 
floor and has been shown in period VW literature as well as 
past NEATO newsletters and other publications. 

According to my serial plate, my model is a B42 which 
comes with pop-top, tent and roof rack. I, of course, did not 
get the tent or rack when I bought the vehicle but the rack 
indents on the drip edge are evidence it was once there. The 
tent is another matter. 

My vehicle never came with the aluminum molding for 
the “earlier ’67” tent, so is it possible that, like my handles, I 
got the newer ’68 tent? 

Or what happened if you walked into the VW dealership 
in ’66/’67 to buy a 67 Westfalia and all the dealer had was a 
B42 BUT you did not want the tent? Did the dealer say okay 
and kept the tent? Was the aluminum molding installed at the 
dealership if the customer wanted the tent? I recently was 
talking to one of my fellow bus owners, Allan Thiel who can 
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Nee... 


trace the history of his bus back to the original owner. It is 
coded a C42 model which is the no frills option w/pop-top, 
however, it came complete with roof rack and tent w/alumi- 
num gutter. This information is credible since there were only 
3 owners including Allan, and the original owner had five 
kids! 

These questions can only be answered by an original 
owner or past VW employee or possibly some other NEATO 
member already has the answer. Let’s open the debate. 

I did talk to a friend of mine who has worked as a 
mechanic at VW dealerships since the early ’60s in Canada. 
His observations were that there were very few pre-’68 
Westfalias sold by VW dealers in Canada. Most of these were 
mainly imported by Canadian army personnel, overseas tourist 
delivery’s, or US origin imported. He does remember the 
Canadiana camper kit and installing these to Kombi’s. This kit 
had all the birch panels, lights, etc. to turn the insides into a 
Westy style camper outfit. Sold for around $400-$500 at that 
time from the dealership direct. I have yet to see one of these 
conversions in original condition. Another future article in the 
making. . . 

Jim Bryant did tell me one thing I didn’t know and that 
was the UJ code on the bottom line of my serial plate. U 
stands for United States delivery (Which I knew from the VW 
production letter I had) while the J stands for Jacksonville, 
Florida as the guessed point of entry. This makes some sense 
as my bus had an Honorary Colonel of Kentucky decal in the 
back window which supports a Southeast point of origin. The 
owner plus bus then moved sometime and from °74 to °85/°86 
resided in the Billings, Montana area. A couple or more 
owners later and the motor was lost in Portage La Prairie, 
Manitoba, while summer touring in ’86. This is were I picked 
it up two owners later in °91 and started the restoration from 
there, 


Next time, final tips, touch-ups, and let’s wrap this series up; as 
come this spring I'll be doing some time warping (at 55 mph max 
of course!) with this machine.

The VW Boat 


Re is very "in" these days so now that the boating 
season is upon us let's take a look at a great idea: 


1. A Single Cabis notthe best for boating, buta Double Cabisa nice 
way to go out on the lake. 


2. A panel van works very well as a boat, although it would be a 
good idea to replace those safaris with fixed glass. 


3. With a Deluxe you get a great "angled" view, which is good if 
you're going fishing or frog gigging. 


4. The later bubble windows are not very good as the rounded front 
is not good for maneuverability. 


From the "backyard" bus you can easily make a neat boat for 
the summer getaway. Just weld all the doors shut, cut the top off 
just under the beltline, and turn it over. It might be a good idea to 
weld some side supports in at this time. Also, some extra support 
around the engine mounting point would be a good idea. It should 
be obvious that a good window seal is important. The most secure 
would be to weld some sheet metal over the window openings. 
Remember to plug both the front and rear intakes. If you are in the 
lucky situation of having a choice of buses then the barndoor 
would be the best, because of the lack of a front lip and air intake 
(a barndoor panel without rear window would be even better). 
The '55-'67 can also be used but they're not as maneuverable as 
a barndoor. A 23-window Deluxe is a good choice for checking 
out underwater life. There is, of course, a very good reason for 
welding up the folding sunroof as there is a slight possibility of 
a little leakage. Also be careful not to step through one of the 
skylights (underwaterlights?) as there could occur a small leak if 
you pushed it out. 

The bubble windows are, because of their round nose, not 
very easy to steer, but they are easier to find and usually not as 
tusty. The '80-91 models are reminiscent of landing barges. 
However used in that capacity the first landing would be the last 
as the window probably couldn't take a full blow on the beach or 
rocks.
